which was submitter! to congress this 
morning,consisted of 22,000 words and 
dealt largely with the Spanish wa- 
and its results. 


The message began by saying that

by war, our people rejoice in increas- 
ing prosperity, as evidenced by the 
largest volume of business ever re- 
corded.

productive.

yielded abundant returns, labor was 
better rewarded, the revenue legisla- 
tion congress had increased the re- 
ceipts, currency was maintained at 
the world's highest standard aud 
military service undsr a common Hag. 
for a righteous cause had strength- 
ened the national spirit and cemented 
more closely the fraternal bonds be- 
tween every section. 


"A review of the relations of tlio 


United States to other powers tins 
year is of primary importance, de- 
manding in one instance a resort to 
arms, involving far-reaching conse- 
qunces which require the earnest at- 
tention of congress." 


The President quotes his last an- 


nual message on the 
duty of the 


United States toward Spain and the 
Cuban insurrection, the American in- 
terest in the same and the subsequent 
action of himself; and congress. 
The 


President fully 
reviews the -Weyler 


cruelties, the subsequent failure of 
autonomous 
administration under 


Gen. Blanco,the increasing fatalaties 
among the reconcentradoes, tlic de- 
struction of the Maine, his persistent 
effort to preserve peace, and showing 
fully the humanitarian causes which 
compelled interference, after which 
Spain declared war. Congress was 
referred to the treasury, war, navy 
and ether annual report for the par- 
ticulars of the rapid preparations for 
the 
conflict,, in 
accordance 
with 


prompt 
appropriations, 
decisive 


declarations and other actions of last 
session, preparatory for the struggle. 
The action of the Spanish minister 
before quitting 
Washington, 
the 


treatment of 
General Woodford at 


Madrid and other proceedings of the 
Spanish are graphically covered. 


FTc said : "Our countiy, after half 


a century of peace, engaged in deadly 
conflict with a foreign enemy. 
The 


response to the first call for 125,000 
was instantaneous, as also was the 
second for 75,000 men. 
The regular 


army was increased to the limit. The 
enlisted force of the 
navy reached 


24,123. "One 
hundred and 
three 


vessels were added to the navy by 
purchase, one was presented, 
one 


leased, four chartered, besides rev- 
enue cutters, light-house tenders. 
Others became auxiliary, making the 
navy lighting force as follows: Fom 
first-class battleships, one second, two 
armored cruisers, six 
coast defens 


monitors, one armored ram, twelve 
protected cruisers,'three unprotected, 
eighteen 
gun-boats, 
one dynamite 


ruiser, eleven torpedo boats and 
fourteen old navy vessels, including 
monitors. 
The auxiliary navy con- 


sisted of eleven cruisers, twenty-eight 
converted yachts, twenty-seven con- 
verted tugs, nineteen converted col- 
liers, fifteen revenue cutters,

light-house tenders, nineteen miscel- 
laneous vessels.

The President gives a clear history 


of the war from the first encounter. 
April 27th, when the

iquadron demolished the fortfications 
at Matanzas to the pending peace 
negotiations,mentioning all theheroe 
and commanders, also Clara Barton, 
of the Eed Cross. The total casual- 
ties in the army were: Killed 280, 
officers 25, men 257; wounded 1,577, 
officers 113, men, 14463; of the navy, 
killed 17, wounded 
67. died 
from 


wounds one, invalided from service 0, 
total 91. The loss in both the army 
and navy in killed and wounded was 
1,668. 
We lost no guns or flags or 


transports or ships, excepting the 
Merrimac. 
Its crew woe the only 


prisoners we lost. 
On December 1st 


there had been mustered out 101,165 
soldiers; 9,002 more wiirbc mustered 
out by December lOfch. 
A review of 


the peace and evacuation commission- 
ers follows. 


The President says lie cannot dis- 


cuss the government of future new 
possessions until after the treaty of 
peace lias been ratified, until which 
time he will continue military rule of 
those possessions. Then congress will 
be requested to legislate for the same. 


Regarding Austria, the President 


says the killing of twenty-two strik- 
ing miners and \\ounding of forty- 
four others by a sheriff's posse at 
Lattimer, Pennslyvauia in September 
JSth, 
1807 
caused 
solicitude to 


the Austro-Hungarian government. 
There is every prospect of an early 
and amicable settlement. 


Attention is called to the United 


States securing peace between Costa 
Kica and Nicaragua, also to the sub- 
sequent organization of Nicaragua, 
Honduras and Sah'2'Joras 
of 
the 


United States of Central America and 
the short duration of the federation. 


The report of the Nicarauga canal 


commission is submitted 
with the 


message fully commented upon with 
the recommendation that congress 
act favorably. 


Tiie President closes this subject 


as follows: "That the construction 
of such maritime highway Is now 
more than ever 
indispensable to that 


intimate and ready intercommunica- 
tion between our Eastern and West- 
ern seaboard demanded by the annex- 
ation of the Hawaiian islands and the 
prospective expansion of our influence 
and commerce in the Pacific and that 
our national policy nuw more imper- 
atively than ever calls for its control 
hy this government. 
These are prop- 


ositions which I doubt not congress 
,vill duly appreciate- and act upon." 


The President strongly recommends 


an appropriation for a commission to 
investigate the report on ttie Chinese 
situation, saying the United States 
has not been an indifferent spectator 
of the extraordinary events in the Chi 
nese empire whereby portions of its 
maritime piovinces are passing under 
the control of European powers. 


Our position among the nations, 


having a large Pacific coast and a 
constantly 
expanding direct trade 


with the farther Orient, gives us an 
equitable claim to consideration and 
friendly treatment in this regard. It 
will be my aim to subserve our large 
interests in that quarter by all means 
appropriate to the constant policy of 
tur government. 


The message reviews the Chinese 


question and fully indicates radical 
actions in that direction. 


Continuing his review of foreign 


relations, the President says: "Our 
relations with Great Britain continue 
most friendly. Assenting to our re- 
quest the 
protection of Americans 


and their interest in Spanish juris- 
diction was assumed by the diplo- 
matic and consular representatives 
of Great Britain, who ^fulfilled their 
delicate and arduous trust with tact 
and zeal, eliciting high commenda- 
tion. 
I cannot commend too highly 


P. W. Ilamsden, Her Majesty's consul 
at Santiago, whose untimely death 
after distinguished service and untir- 
ing effort during the seige of that 
city is most sincerely lamented. 


Last April, pursuant to our request 


through the British Ambassador in 
Washington, 
the Canadian govern- 


ment granted facilities for the pas- 
age of four United States revenue 
cutters from the Great Lakes to the

The fire be 
gan in the five story brick building 
occupied by the men's furnishing firm 
of Rogers, Peet & Company, on the

The fire started in the basement of 


the building occupied by Rogers, Peet

o'clock. Two policemen standing with- 
in half a. block of Warren street heard 
a loud explosion and a moment later 
saw a thin line ViE smoke curling up 
from the side of the Rogers building. 
At that time the rain was falling in 
torrents and the wind blew a gale. An

and the Inigh white structure burned 
fiercely. The elevators made trips up 
and down until the men running the 
cages were compelled to fiee for their 
lives, and in this way many of the 
effects of the offices were saved.

NATIONAL BANKS. 


What tUe Comptroller of the Treasury 


S.iys of Them In Ills Report. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—The annual re- 
ort of Charles G. Dawes, comptroller 
f the currency, for the year ended 
)ct. 31, 1S9S, has been scat to congress. 
Vith respect to the condition of na- 
ional banks during the year, as shown 
y the five reports required from the 
anks, the comptroller says: 
Notwithstanding that the number 
f banks in operation on Sept. 20, 1898, 
s less than at any date of report since 
Dec. 19, 1890, the amount of individual 
deposits, loans-and discounts, and total 
esources is greater than at any time 
during the existence of the national 
banking system. 
On Sept. 20, for the 


first time, the aggregate 
resources 


reached and exceeded the four-biliion- 
dollar mark, the increase since Oct. 5, 
1897, being $298,377,337.15. A compar- 
ison of the last returns with those of 
Oct. 
5, 1S97, indicates an increase dur- 


ing the year of $104,952,159.74 in loans 
and discounts; §79,194,380 in govern- 
ment securities 
on deposit with uie 


treasurer of the United States to secure 
circulating notes and public deposits 
and the amount held by the banks; 
157,304,827.34 in specie and legal ten- 
ders. The reduction of $25,465,000 in 
the amount of United States certifi- 
cates of deposit for legal tenders re- 
sults in a net increase of lawful money 
of $31,839,827.34. On Oct. 5, 3897, the 
deposits 
aggregated $1.853,349,128.50, 


and on Sept. 20, 1SSS, $2.031,454,540.29, 
the increase being $178,105,411.79. The 
balance due other banks and bankers 
shows an increase of $52,627,388.oj and 
United States deposits of-$59,023,019.27. 


The comptroller states that he does 


not review in their details the ntajis for 
the modification of the currency and 
banking systems, which are now the 
subject of economic and general dis- 
cussion throughout the country, but 
confines his discussion to the general 
principles underlying all of them, 
cause they seem to ignore the interests 
of bank depositors, with whose protec- 
tion 
the 
comptroller 
is peculiarly 


charged.
